As of today, any vehicle 
not having a “valid” Hartnell 
parking permit sticker on the 
rear of its bumper will be 
given a $5 parking ticket. 

The last day to buy a 
parking permit is Monday, 
Sept. 21 After this date, 
stickers can be bought at the 
cashier’s window (in the 
CRAC). The. stickers cost $5 
per permit for one semester 
or $8 for one year (fall and 
spring). 

There will be few 
exceptions to the new rules. 
Handicapped students will 


also be required to have a 
parking permit. Non- 
handicapped students will be 
fined $25 if they park in a 
designated handicap parking 
area. Motorcycles will be 
exempt from a fine in they 
are parked in spaces reserved 
for them and are not parked 
in spaces usually reserved for 
cars. Bicyeles will not be 
required to have parking 
permits. 

The college instituted the 
fee because the level of state 
monetery funds has dropped. 
According to Dr. Victor Wm. 
Willits, dean of management

services,: Hartnell ‘will be 
getting $380,000 less than 
what was expected from the 
state. Although Dr. Willits is 
strongly opposed to the issue 
of the fee, he stated that it 
would help in balancing the 
budget.

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Students to be nicked by cuts

If you are an average student, you probably 
won't be seriously affected by the cuts in the 
1981-82 Hartnell College budget. In fact, you 
may notice only the new parking fee and a 
shortage of certain classroom equipment. 

Teachers and administrators will bear the 
heaviest burden of the cuts. 


Hartnell must now operate with a projected 
expenditure of $10,658,000, exclusive of 
reserves and contingencies, on projected 
income of $10,520,745, an operating deficit of 
$137,255. 


Some highlights of the budget expenditures 
include certified employee salaries at 
$4,892,171 and classified employee salaries at 
$2,020,535; each category reflecting a mild 
cost-of-living increase of last year’s budget. 

Contract services and operating expense 


will total $1,508,745 and the capital outlay 
expenditures, which include site 
improvements, buildings, equipment, and 
books, have been drastically cut down to 
$285,995 as compared to last year’s capital 
outlay account was budgeted for $1,006, 111. 


State income to Hartnell generated -from 
Average Daily Attendance apportionments 
should reach $6,397,670 and income from 
federal sources is projected at $131,662. 


This new budget was adopted at the Board 
of Trustees meeting August 4 in order to 
comply with appropriate state law and permit 
timely filing of the annual financial and 
budget report with the County 
Superintendent and the Chancellor’s office. 


The effects of this year’s cuts will be felt on 
a long-term range.

During the spring semester, 1981, 
the Academic Senate of Hartnell 
College polled the faculty in order to 
“assess and to comment on the 
present (administrative) structure as 
it relates to the teaching function of 
Hartnell College.” The poll also 
indicated that its purpose was to 
provide ‘‘suggestions regarding 
possible changes in the divisional 
structure of Hartnell College.” 

Of the 89 faculty members who 
answered the questionnaire, 65 
percent felt the present 
administrative structure did not 
provide sufficient support services 
(clerical, duplicating, materials, etc.) 
to perform their jobs effectively. 

Other percentages were:

Ballots in litigation 


ASHC May elections 
cause bitter turmoil

New student leaders have taken 
office here, but those elected on May 
5 and 6 went to court before they 
knew if they would be taking office. 


In addition, the unconstitutional 
ballots of the May 21 special election 
still remain in litigation. 


A slate of candidates (including 
several incumbents) of the May 5 and 
6 ‘elections filed a suit against the 
administration for invalidating the 
elections. 


The candidates claimed they were 
being racially discriminated against, 
while Dean of Student Services Jose 
M @:d 7% i-ecel aon 
Superintendent/President Dr. Gibb 
Madsen claimed the invalidation was 
because of a four-vote discrepancy. 


The 549 ballots weren’t counted to 
determine if the four in question were 
outcome ._ determinative. The 
premature invalidation violated the 
equal protection clauses of the 
California. and United States 
constitutions, certain sections of the 
government and Civil Code as well as 
Section 20024 of the Government 
Election Code, says Carlos Alcala 
(attorney for the 
candidates /plaintiffs). 


Other “irregularities” cited by 
Madrigal and Madsen were: 1) the

Judge Nat Agliano issued a temporary 
restraining order on May 21 to the 
defendants, preventing them from: 1) 
destroying the ballots of the May 5 
and 6 elections; 2) counting the 
ballots of the May 21 special election 
until further order of the court. 


In a May 29 hearing of the suit, 
Judge Agliano recommended that the 
case be settled out of court by having 
the plaintiffs again go to the board of 
trustees to resolve the matter. He also 
noted the “racial overtones” of the 
suit and even volunteered to count 
the ballots himself. 


At the June 23 governing board 
meeting, after a presentation by the 
“eventual winners’ and_ their 
attorney, Carlos Alcala, the Board 
overruled the decision of Madrigal 
and Madsen, thereby allowing the 
ballots of the May 5 and 6 elections 
to be tabulated. The following day, 
the results of the first election were 
finally made public.

Teresa is small by college standards for 
his position (5-8). But he has a fine arm and 


-a quick release. He’s also a scrambler. 


john Beavers returns as the fullback for 
Hartnell. He’s a bruising runner with great 
acceleration. 

The man that could give the Panthers 
that little something to put them at the top 
of the conference is freshman tailback 
Anthony Toney. 

An All-Monterey Bay League selection 
his junior and senior seasons at North High, 
Toney gained over 2,000 yards on the 
ground in those two seasons.

Grim, a rover, had a fantastic 
freshman campaign while leading the 
conference in interceptions a year ago. if 
he has anywhere near the kind of year he 
had in 1980, he'll see plenty of scholarship 
offers when the season is over. 

Teaming with Grim in the defensive 
backfield will be a talented group of 
freshmen. Mark Finley comes over from 
Salinas high to give good speed, agililty, 
and run support to the corner position: 
North Salinas High graduates Dante 
Encallado and Ron Sires have been more 
than impressive thus far, as has another 
freshman by the name of Barry 
Williamson. 

Sophomore Jose Pandora returns as the 
place-kicker. Either Liedel or Barry Smith 
will handle the punting chores. 

At the time of this writing, the Panthers 
have only seen game competition from 
Hancock College in a scrimmage. Coach 
Grim admitted that the timing of the 
offensive line, as well as the quarterback’s, 
was “a little ragged”. But he sounded 
optimistic about improvements and said 
that inexperience was the major cause of 
the lack of timing.

Hartnell’s Chuck Morris, National 
Collegiate Saddle Bronc riding 
champion, will face the first of the 
new season’s challenges when 
Hartnell hosts the first rodeo of the 
year Oct. 17.and 18 at East Campus. 

The rodeo will include West Coast 
Region teams of the National 
Intercollegiate Rodeo Association. 

The men’s team placed first in the 
West Coast Region for the fourth 
year in a row. It went on to compete 
against the top twenty college teams 
in the U.S. at the College National 
Finals Rodeo June 16-20 at Bozeman, 
Montana. 

The Hartnell cowboys came out 
fourth in the nation, with Chuck 
Morris winning both the C.N.F.R. and 
National Saddle Bronc . Riding 
Championship. Brian Rosser, the only 
team. member from last year not 
coming back, placed second in team 
roping at the finals. Rosser will be 
attending Cal Poly San Luis Obispo. 

This year the West Coast Region, 
which formerly included Arizona, has 
been split into two regions because 
of higher cost of travel and 
increasing numbers of contestants 

Although this change in circuits 
will eliminate the | tougher 
competition, there will be eight more 
colleges in California mounting out 
teams this year. Hartnell and Cal 
Poly San Luis Obispo will each host 
two rodeos. 

The Rodeo Program at Hartnell is a 
model for the new rodeo teams in the 
west coast region.
